There canbe no difference in point of innocence 
and criminality, between w spoken in pri- 
vate and words written im private.

Freedom of speech does not consist in sce | 
only what is approved. If we are frec to’spea 
‘what is approved, and that only, we are under 
restraint. He is not free to goright, who is 
not free to vet. f any censure be due 
to this. argument w pressed in this House, 
or elsewhere, this proposition must be. as- 
assumed: That it is not fair or lawful to remind 
any man, to whom you recommend a measure, 
that its adoption may be favorable to his own 
rights, privileges, or future prospects.

The following is the report of a commit- 
tee appointed at a meeting receutly held, in 
Bosrox, to consider the expediency of es- 
tablishing an Institution to educate the 
blind. ‘The resolution recommended was 
unanimously adopted, and a committee of 
ten highly respectable gentlemen appointed. 


** It has been found that the number of persons 
incurably blind, has been larger in all places in 
Europe, where asylums have been established, 
than the number of deaf and dumb; and taking 
the same to be true in New England, there 
would be found at least one hundred and fifty 
persons proper subjects for education; for the 
number of pupils now in the deaf and dumb asy- 
lum at Hartford is one hundred and thirty-two. 
In addition to this rule for estimating the demand 
for the proposed institution, inquiries have been 
made at a former seasion of the Legislature, 
which were exceedingly imperfect and undeci- 
sive, as to the actual number of blind in this 
commonwealth, but satisfactorily demonstrated 
that the above estimate would fail short of the 
actual truth. Your Committee are therefore 
satished that the number of blind, and the benefit 
which may be conferred upon them, and through 
them u the community, will warrant a large 
expenditure for their education ; because it is well 
known that the blind are shut out from the com- 
mon knowledge, employments, and communica- 
tions which render men useful to themselves and 
the community, and are a burden upon the pub- 
lic or their friends for support, while jhey are 
themselves doomed to & most unhapp cobdiion 
of ignorance and unprofitableness. 
limited know of the exterior world, their 
inward thoughts must be confused and imperfect ; 
tnevdentte af 2 are necessarily poet and 
un uctive of profit or pleasure; and when it 
is considered that a oan rovenies of blind are 
poor or paupers, it is to conesive of ob- 
jects which have a more undeniable claim upon 
the benevolent feelings of the’ community.— 
Believing that the wretchedness of the blind 
is duly appreciated, your Committee consider 
it necessary only to convince their fellow citi- 
zens, that there are modes of education devised 
for them, which are completely successful in 
ameliorating their condition, to enlist the cha- 
ritable feelings of the liberal, of all classes, 
most warmly and effectually in their behalf.— 
Leaving all minute explanations to be made 
by individuals, who have’ witnessed the opera- 
tions of European Asylums, your committee will 
only state the results which have been obtained 
in them, and may undoubtedly accrue from the 
one now proposed to be established. In the 
Asylum at Paris, which is somewhat in advance 
of all others in mental education, the Blind are 
educated in reading and writing, grammar, ma- 
thematics, ustronomy and geography. Difficult 
as it may seem, to convey any detinite know- 
ledge upon these subjects, to those who have 
never seen the external form of things, stil} it is 
readily ac ished, by means of books, maps, 
globes, and arithmetical tables, adapted to the 
sense of touch, which is remarkably acute in 
the subjects for whom they are intended. By 
progressive steps, asin all education, they are 
led on to an adequate comprehension the 
highest departments of science and philosephy, 
in which some Blind persons have become emi- 
nent. To open such a field of thought aad en- 
joyment to a portion of the human race, who are 
deprived by misfortune of the power to partici- 
pate m the common blessings which are scatter- 
ed around them, is a duty of surpassing interest,

pean Asylums, your committee would recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolution, 


viz: 

Resolved, That we are impressed with a deep 
sense of the utility of Institutions for the Educa- 
tion of the Blind; and that a committe be ap- 
pointed, to take all measures necessary to the 
establishment of such an Institution for the 
Blind of New England.

In the Senate, on Wednesday, the bill making 
appropriations for continuing the road from De-

The general appropriation bill was consider-

Previous to the action upon these bills, the 
Meuse resumed the consideration of the report 
of the Library Committee on the subject of 
we-printing the documents, but Mr. Barincer 
did pot conclude his observations before the ex- 
piration of the hour. 

Many reports were also made from Commit- 
tees; and, among others, Mr. Bantierrt, from 
the Committee of Naval Affairs, reported a re- 
solution requiring from the Secretary of the 
Navy, information on the subject of the use of 
ardent spirits in the Navy, which was adopted.

The bills were then reported to the House and 
ordered to be engrossed and read a third time 
to-day, with the exception of a Bill making ap- 
propriations for holding « treaty with the Win- 
nebagoes, &c. and before the question was taken 
on that bill the House adjourned. 

Soon after the sudden and lamented death of 
Thomas Addis Emmet, the gentlemen of the Bar 
resolved to place a bust, with an appropriate in- 
scription, in the Court reom in which he expired.
